sued a call t»> a representative fanner 
in every community to meet him in 
his office Saturdal, Dee. 15. 
Mr. Lu ker was disappointed in the 
number of farm ers who 
cam e—only 
< :."!ii bring iaw.ent. 
But they repre­ 
sented! the progressive farm ers of the 
county and were in every way fitted 
to be “The County Advisory Hoard" j 
th a t Mr. Luker had wished. 
When they assembled Mr. Luker ex­ 
plained that he knew he was their 
‘ hired hand" and that he wished fur 
them to plan his next year’s work for 
him. 
At first the novelty Of this idea 
kept them silent, hut when they found 
he did not intend to talk, they remem­ 
bered all they had wanted done. 
Tell Need for Terracing 
And the first idea advanced 
was 
the need of terracing. 
One 
farmer 
said: 
"Most of the farm s in Coman­ 
che county are worn out. 
If they had 
been terraced ten 
years 
ago 
they 
would have been good farm s now.'' 
Terracing was agreed upon as 
a 
need but a dem onstrator cun not ac­ 
complish much doing individual work, 
so this group of men instructed him 
not to do terracing, unless it was a 
community effort. 
All farm ers m*«*d- 
ing terracing should arrange at once 
for a community demonstration. 
Mr. 
Luker will go to the community and 
use the school boys to do the work, 
so that the result of the dem onstra­ 
tion may he us far-reaching as possi­ 
ble. 
One terracing lesson 
will 
bo 
given one community once a year. 
Cover crops were 
next 
discussed 
with their need and value to sandy 
bind. 
And it was generally decided 
tl^it rye was the best 
cover 
crop. 
Though some farmers think a m ixture 
of hairy vetch and rye. it sown early 
ill the fall. 
is the 
best 
fertilizer. 
Which introduced the subject of com­ 
mercial fertilizer. 
It was stated that there is a wonder­ 
ful outcome for the farm er who uses 
commercial fertilizer for it 
doubles 
the yield of nuv crop 
Tests will he 
made next year on patches of worn- 
out land with different formulae for 
fertilizers, to determine which will he 
the best. 
Several pieces of land were 
offered and will he used. 
Demand for Piirehred Stock 
The demand for blooded st«»ek was 
emphasized. 
The statement was made 
.that there were less than one tenth 
Of one per cent of purebred sires ill 
the county. 
Forming of lied Bull 
associations in each community was 
discussed and advised. 
The demand 
for blooded stock grows greater every 
year and the demand must be met if 
Comanche cotlllty live stock wishes t > 
remain on the market, is was declared. 
The need of a veterinarian who is 
graduate of a school complying with 
state and federal board require­ 
ments was brought out in a discussion 
of tulsTeulosis in dairy cattle. 
TllC 
government only accept« a report from 
a veterinarian, complying 
with

(iltovc requirements, it was said, and 
the use of tuberculin tests art* both 
ti moral and civic* duty. 
Standardize Varieties of Cotton 
The need of standardisation of the 
varieties of cotton planted was em­ 
phasised. 
It was said that a better 
price and a iM-tter yield will be th e , 
outcome of planting on a uniform bn- j 
sis. 
As an example, Nueces county 
was cited. 
(Inly a few years ago one 
in Corpus Christ I could handle 
business, for only ll few hundred 
acres were plantinl and the yield was 
very Inferior. 
Now 300.000 acres are 
planted in one variety and the yield is 
enormous and of a 
go«*l 
uniform 
quality. 
About the Roll W eevil 
Winch of course brought up the boll 
weevil. 
Mr. Luker ventured the state­ 
ment that "more hud ls*en said and 
low done alMMit the »sill weevil than 
any other one thing.” Statistics prove, 
said, that the »*<*11 weevil can not 
killed by u solid poison or by an 
emulsion or spray. 
Hut the l*oll wee­ 
vil consistently drinks 
water. 
On 
valley land or where a heavy 
dew 
fulls, It is found that calcium arse- 
nute sprinkled on tin* plants will erad­ 
icate the boll weevil. 
Calcium arse­ 
nate is soluble in water, like sugar, 
and also leaves a deposit on the leaf, 
thut the poison will affect the dew

FLOODED 1)1 RING RAIN STORM 


(Coleman Times» 
And It rains in West Texas—even 
in Coleman county. 
A little rain is a 
good thing, and as a rule people are 
willing to wade mud a long time be­ 
fore they begin to show 
signs 
of 
weariness. 
But a floating post office 
is out of the question. 
Several days ago, during a 
rain 
storm, postal clerks In Coleman were 
almost washed out of 
the 
building. 
Mail w as damaged and it was neces­ 
sary to move everything out of the 
rear of the postofflee 
before 
they 
could continue their labors. 
At least 
that Is the story they told, and it has 
been noticed since that time that all 
the office equipment is stacked in th • 
front of tlx* building. 
Very crowded, 
of course, but under the «-Imimstarx «*s. 
necessary. 
Then came the rain storm Monday, 
afternoon. 
And it just so happened 
that a Times representative was at 
the postoffice during the storm. 
W a­ 
ter was running In under the front 
door, and the lobby resembled a duck 
pond. 
The Times m an mentioned tlx* 
fact that rubber boots would be fine, 
and suggested that postal clerks equip 
themselves with either w ater wings or 
motor boats if they wanted to give 
good service. 
Then came tlx* crash. 
“W hy that lobby looks like n de­ 
sert," came a voice from inside, “if 
you want to see a m iniature 
ocean 
come back here." The door to the pri­ 
vate sanctum of Colonel Ben Robey, 
postmaster, swung o]«*n, and w»e were 
admitted, for tlx* first time, to tlx* 
business end of the Coleman postof­ 
flee. 
In the rear three clerks were 
busy sweeping wafer to the door, but 
it was n losing game, 
Ten men could 
not have swept the w ater out as rap­ 
idly as it was coming in. 
The postof­ 
fice was flooded—everything was wet. 
As a last resort the men got a brace 
and bit and large holes were drilled 


j In the floor. 
Then the broom brigade 
started anew. 
For 10 minutes 
the 
battle raged and it was only when the 
rain «-cased to fall the men found it 
possible to make any noticeable head­ 
way. 
No less than f»00 gallons of w ater 
fell in the building. 
Mail w as damag- 
<*d ; parcel post packages drenched 
and every employe In the postoffice 
was soaked.
